Tehuantepec Displays Native Art at the Big Panama 
Pacific International Exposition, San Francisco 


One of the strange effects of the 
war flood now engulfing Europe is 
the increase in the price of tea. The 
London Standard, in a recent article, 
declared that the price of tea was 
higher than at any time in thirty-six 
years. The increased cost is at the 
gardens; that is, in the east. And 
this increased cost at the point where 
the crop is raised is due to the de- 1 
mand. Tea drinking has increased 
enormously. 

Liquor Gone; Tea Comes. 

Just at the time that the warring 
nations started to buy tea for rations 
in the field, the entire Russian people 
were deprived of vodka. Russia 
always was a tea-drinking nation and 
the cutting off, almost in a night, of 
the alcoholic drinks increased the 
consumption of tea to an enormous 
extent. 

The temperance wave swept over 
England, another tea-drinking nation, 
and here followed an increase in con¬ 
sumption. France felt the call to 
fight rum. Side by side in the trenches 
sat the French soldier and Tommy 
Atkins. The French were not a tea¬ 
drinking people, but their soldiers in 
the inundated trenches felt the warm 
glow from the hot tea British com¬ 
rades handed them and they, too, be¬ 
gan to drink tea. 

The ever-increasing dry territory 
and tea dances in the United States 
help to increase the consumption. 
The big factor that caused the agents 
in Ceylon and China to bid against 
each other was abstinence from 
liquor. 

Submarine Helps. 

The German submarine, too, has 
played its part in advancing prices. 
Over 8,000,000 pounds of tea have 
been sent to the ocean bottom since 
the war began. This immense quan¬ 
tity could ill be spared at a time when 
the world’s demand had reached a 
greater volume than ever. 

Speaking of the situation, the Lon¬ 
don Times recently said: “In the 
tea trade there is much talk of enor¬ 
mous increases in tea drinking since 
the war began. Russia already a 
large consumer of tea is taking more 
and more to the beverage now that 
vodka is banned. In France, tea is 
beginning to threaten the supremacy 
of coffee. The greater demands means 
higher prices in our households, 
especially as there is said to be no 
corresponding increase in supply. 
Dealers are uneasy about the situa¬ 
tion.” • 

More Demand Here. 

George F. Mitchell, supervising tea 
expert of the treasury department at 
Washington, says that the agitation 
against liquor is increasing the tea 
demand in this country. He says: 
“The rapid increase in dry territory 
in the United States has resulted in 
a shortage of tea. Tea stocks are 
lower than they ever have been and 
the prices are increasing steadily.” 

In Europe it is predicted that the 
demand will continue after the war. 
It is said that tea is the favored bever¬ 
age of the soldiers of all the armies. 
They have found that it is the most 
refreshing and sustaining drink and 
that it has fine warmth-giving quali¬ 
ties. It is the first experience of tea 
for many of the soldiers, particularly 
the French, and the taste will un¬ 
doubtedly spread when they return 
home. In fact, everything points to 
a greatly increased consumption of 
tea all over the world, and the supply 
cannot cope with the situation. 

In Calcutta the market for the new 
season opens July 1st and a record- 
breaking price is looked for. Rus¬ 
sian agents are now in Colombo buy¬ 
ing up all the tea they can command.

The grand jury of awards, Dr. 
Ru r Blue, surgeon-general of the 
United States health service; Dr. Sal¬ 
mon of the New York state health 
bureau, Dr. Taylor of Pennsylvania 
and Dr. Brooke of the university of 
California, after carefully considering 
every local and foreign design of 
treatment of anti-tuberculosis war¬ 
fare, were actuated by the reproduc¬ 
tion of the Lopez canyon sanatorium 
with its living and sleeping buildings 
for tiie patients; the furniture dainty 
and ample; screens and curtains that 
secure privacy and fresh air; tiie only 
glass windows are in the bath and 
toilet rooms.

ing coroner’s inquests, $36.60; Rose 
M. Holloran, deposition on inquest, 
$11.50; San Mateo County Abstract 
Company, transfers furnished county 
assessor, $20. 

On roll call, the claim of Reading, 
McLymont & Co. for $150, for export¬ 
ing books of auditor’s office, was 
ordered paid, Supervisors Brown, 
MacBain and Thompson voting yes 
and Supervisors Casey and Francis 
no. The chairman refused to counter¬ 
sign the claim, the district attorney 
having given his opinion that it was 
not a proper charge. 

The claim of Henry Pearson for 
$13.50 for work performed in the fifth 
township was rejected on account of 
not having been properly itemized. 

The claim of Recorder H. O. Heiner 
for $100 for stamps was ordered paid, 
but Chairman Francis refused to 
countersign this claim also. 

The auditor was instructed not to 
pay two claims of the Peninsula In¬ 
dustrial Commission of $50 each, the 
claims having already been passed at 
a previous meeting. 

A resolution was adopted ordering

Whereas, All matters, acts, and things 
precedent to the granting of the fran¬ 
chise hereinafter set forth have hereto¬ 
fore happened, been done and performed 
in due form of law. 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. There is hereby granted 
by the City of South San Francisco to 

-, the right and privilege 

to do a general telephone and telegraph 
business within said City of South San 
Francisco and to place, erect, lay and 
maintain and operate in and under the 
streets, alleys, avenues, thoroughfares, 
and public highways within the City of 
South San Francisco, poles, wires and 
other appliances and conductors for the 
transmission of electricity for telephone 
and telegraph purposes; such wires and 
other appliances and conductors may be 
strung on poles and other fixtures 
above ground at the option of the said 
grantee, its successors, and assigns, or 
may be laid underground in pipes or 
conduits or otherwise protected, and 
such other apparatus may be used as 
may be necessary or proper to operate 
and maintain the same. 

Section 2. Whenever wires are 
strung on poles, such poles shall be of 
height sufficient to carry the wires at 
a minimum height of twenty (20) feet 
above the ground. Wherever possible 
poles shall be set in the alleys of said 
City and shall be placed in such a man¬ 
ner as will least interfere with travel 
thereon. When conduits are used to 
convey wires, such conduits shall be 
placed, wherever possible, in the park¬ 
ing spaces between curbs and side¬ 
walks, except where it is necessary to 
cross streets or alleys.

chise shall, upon the determination of
